Product Highlights 


The 1969 Ambassador has the longest wheelbase ever produced by American 
Motors. The new length is found both in wheelbase (now 122", was 118'') and 
overall length. The 4-door sedan and hardtop become 206, 5"' in overall length 
with the station wagons at 207"'". This new Ambassador wheelbase is expected to 
be at least 1" longer than that of the Chevrolet, Fury (except the Fury station 
wagon which may be longer) and Ford. The entire SST series features exterior 
wood-grain trim. A new SST wagon is offered with standard wood-grain side 
and rear paneling. Also, the SST 4-door sedan and station wagon feature a full 
body side wood-grain trim strip.

The all-new front end sheet metal, grille, and bumper with new deck lid, 
tail lamps, and rear quarter panel end caps produce an entirely new appearance 
from all angles. This achieves the differences necessary to establish the 
Ambassador as an all-out entry into the 'big-car'' market. The entire line 
boasts a new, higher-capacity air-conditioning system as standard equipment. 
The delete option on air conditioning is still available. However, if air con- 
ditioning is deleted, the ''Command Air" ventilation system is automatically 
substituted. This system utilizes all the air-conditioning outlets with a high- 
capacity, three-speed blower motor. The high-line identity is reinforced by 
the new custom velour interior trim options in the SST 4-door sedan and by the 
new wood-grain SST wagon. All Ambassador (and Rebel) wagons feature the new 
Dual-Swing tailgate as standard equipment. Also, all Ambassador two-seat 
wagons incorporate a new, larger underfloor storage compartment. 
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The "big-car" identity is further established through the new standard engine 
for the Ambassador and Ambassador DPL, the Torque-Command 232 CID, 155 HP 
engine with two-barrel carburetor. The SST maintains the Typhoon V-8 290 CID, 
200 HP engine. However, this series now becomes standard with automatic 
transmission. 


The instrument panels are all new and incorporate a new passenger side 
air-conditioner air outlet. The all-new trim styles include new color-keyed 
Avocado and Yellow interiors. All the new door trim panels provide a more 
luxurious appearance through the use of new, deeper dielectric patterns. 


All the 1968 SAFE-COMMAND safety features are carried into 1969. Further 


new features are added to continue American Motors! traditional policy of vehicle 
safety.

The 1969 AMX is basically unchanged from the 1968 model as it was introduced 
in mid 1968. However, new features have been added to enhance the sports car 
image it has deservedly received. 


The exterior remains unchanged with the exception that the choice of over-the- 
top racing stripe colors has been increased from two to five. The stripe remains 
as a part of the optional ''Go'' packages (as in 1968) and is not offered separately.

A new convenience tray between the seats is added (with 4-speed trans- 
mission only), New leather seat trim is offered optionally in two colors, Charcoal 
and Saddle. This leather trim includes seat inserts, bolsters, and seat back side 
trim. The separately offered headrests, when ordered with the leather seat option, 
also will be covered in leather, 


A new console which incorporates a stowage compartment is included 
with the optional Shift-Command automatic transmission. A center cushion 
and armrest are offered as a separate option with the standard 4-speed manual 
floor shift. 


New ''Command Air" ventilation system is offered optionally and incorpo- 
rates the air-conditioning outlets and a high-capacity, three-speed blower 
motor. Therefore, this system can be easily and less expensively converted 
to air conditioning at a later date.

The 1969 Javelin features a new Twin-Venturi, injection-molded ABS grille 
which utilizes the new bull's-eye emblem of the Javelin. This emblem is also 
used with a small Javelin script nameplate on both ''C" pillars. A new racing 
stripe of two-color design (two wide outside stripes in the major color are 
accented by a narrow center stripe of a second color) will be offered in five 
color combinations. This stripe will be offered as a separate option (deleted 
as a component of the ''Go'' package). The ''Go'' packages will feature twin 
hood scoops of almost full hood length. 


A new floor-mounted shift mechanism is standard with the three-speed 
synchromesh transmission and the standard 232 CID engine or optional 290 
CID 200 HP engine. Column shift mechanism is no longer available with the 
above engine-transmission combinations as of 1969. 


A new grab handle is added to the instrument panel just above the glove box. 
The SST also gets a wood-grained applique over the center portion of the panel 
and on the front door armrests. A convenience tray between the seats and 
bright pedal trim are also added to the SST. A ''Command Air'' instrument 
panel ventilation system will be offered optionally to enhance the ''flo-thru'' 
system ("'flo-thru'' ventilation remains standard in all Javelins). The ''Command 
Air'' system incorporates the air conditioning outlets and a high-capacity, 
three-speed blower motor and therefore, can be easily and less expensively 
converted to air conditioning at a later date. A new console featuring a stowage 
compartment and an ash receiver and courtesy light for the rear compartment 
will also be offered optionally. This console is available with column shift or 
automatic console-mounted shift. The interior trim choices are increased 
with Javelin now offering two standard colors in vinyl and the SST offering five 
cloth choices (Blue and Platinum are added) and five ''Ventilair'' vinyl choices 
(Blue and Platinum are added). A new center armrest and cushion will be 
offered optionally not available with console. Further new options are detailed 
in that section.
